Iw a recent number of the Worth China 
Daily News, we observe an article on the 
approaching return of Sir Thomas Wade 
to his post at Peking, which, in its exu- 
berant-gush, reminds us somewhat of the 
columns of the Daily. Telegraph, and is 
in marked contrast to the moderate tone 
and carefully-guarded statement whioh 
usually characterize: the style of-oar 
respected contemporary, 

We yield to no one in our respect for 
Bir Thomas Wade, He is a man of 
great culture and of. wide and varied 
attainmonts, while his unwearied laboura, 
in the field of Chinese literature, have 
earned forhim the gratitude of sinolo- 
gists of this and future generations, But 
his forte is not diplomacy,.and we are 
conscious of a feeling somewhat akin to. 
disappointment that be is: about to 
resume duty-as Her, Majesty’s Ambas- 
‘sador to ‘the Chinese Government, In 
hia diplomatic tureer, we confess that we 
have utterly failed to observe “ that 
soundness. and certainty of judgmenit,. 
which are the most essential endowments 
of a diplomatiat,” while, on the other 
hand, he bas-teo often treated ts to # 
display..of a “succession of. diplomatic 
fireworks,” the smoke of which having 
cleared off, we have discovered that. the 
wily Colestiala had obtained from. him 
every advantege, for whicl they felt 
inclined sericvsly to contend. No’ class 
of people can use ‘ with such address: as 
the Chinese the argument of. ‘non .possu 
nua} and were the facts not fresh in the 


memory.of every: ove, conversant ‘with 
the higtory of foreign. intorcoree with 


[Chine “during the past “ten pears th 


would seem almost’ incredible that the 
British Minister and indeed the entire 
Conaular body, with'one or two excep- 
tions, who have from time to time been 
diligently suppressed, could have’ been 
put off so frequently with the steteo- 
typed statement that the “ Government 
was: very sorry, but the people could 
not be controlled.” , : 


Sir Thomas’ great bug-bear throughout 
has been the weakness of the Central 
Government and the.necessity laid upon 
Great Britain to support it, and be has 
taken no pains to conceal his. feelings. 
The result might have been anticipated. 
While the representative of other nations 
can obtain prompt redress for any injury 
sustained by their subjects, owing to a 
violations of treaties, our representative. 
interposes unnecessary difficulties in the 
way of the presentation of British claims, 


urgues that our treaty rights should not |. 


be harshly enforced, and even in gross 
cages of hardship where he feels that 
remonstrance is necessary, Scoupies such 
an unconscionable time in the conduct 
of his negociations that justice is prac- 
tically denied to thore whose interests 
have been entrusted to his care. The 
high authorities, quite conscious of his 
guiding principle that the Government 
must not be humiliated in the eyes of 
the people, frequently admit the correct: 
ness of his reasoning and the justneas of 
‘his conclusions, and sometimes even go. 
so far as to Gx the sum that may be due 
to an importunate applicant, but the 
concluding ceremony of banding over 
the money is generally omitted, and the 
British Legation is apparently powerless 
to enforce execution. 


In Hongkong we have, suffered from 


{the Blockade, which violates not only 


treaty obl:gations but the most elemen- 
tary principles of international law, Sir 
Richard MacDonnell discovered a remedy 
for-the evil, and, during the latter balt 
of bis administration, it had almost en- 
tirely disappeared, ftince his retirement, 
it has, feappeared. in a worse form than 
ever; and our Minister at Peking has 
éoked on unmoved. Nay more, he has 
displayed the most perverse ingenuity 
in: misunderstanding the real question at 
issue and hag treated it as one merely 
affecting the Chinese Sd tigre fisoal 
arrangements. In the Chefoo Oonven-. 
tion a clause was introduced, providing 
for the appointment of a Commission ‘to 
investigate tho grievance, but it is a 
singular commentary on our text, that 
although considérably more than two- 
‘Years have elapsed, the matter is not 
even now placed upon an. intelligible 
basis, - 

Few subjects of Her Majesty can re- 
call the circumstances of the Yunnan 
outrage without a feeling of humiliation. 
The brutal:-murder of on Englishman 
would at any time call for the most 
ample reparation ; but if ever thére was. 
a death which the honour of our flag 
required should be fully avenged, it was 
that of Margary, A British officer sent 
by his Queen, with the concurrence of 
the Chinese Government and under their 
safe conduct, to’ pursue a pescetul mis 
sion, was attacked and killed, while per- 
forming his duties, Highteen months 
were spent in the discussion of the 
methods to be adopted in_the enquiry 
which, it was admitted, was necessary, 
and ultimately » commission was des- 
patched to be present at the trial of some 
poor coolies who had-been arrested by 
the mandaring, and who, it soon became 
apparent, had as much to do with the 
niurder as Sir Thomas Wade himself, 
The labours of the commission resulted 
in the issue of some inost valuable and 
interesting reports—not however special- 
ly connected with the objet for which 
it was ostensibly appointed ; but there 
seems grave reason to suppose that much 
evidence as to the origin of the outrage 
was incontinently suppressed, from the 
fear that, several prominent personages 
might be found. to be implicated in the 
conspiracy. ‘The claims. of truth and 
right were sacrificed and discredit cast 
upon the British name, for the purpose 
of conciliating the Chinese Government 
and “multiplying the points of contact” 
which isour-Minister’s panacea for every 
grievance, 

It is unnecessary and would be imper- 
tinent for us to say that we give Sir 
Thomas Wade credit for perfect honesty 
of purpose, bnt he fails to “do the thing 
that lies nearest” to him, dnd notwith- 
standing his long experience, he has not 
yet learned the lesson that in. politics, 
aa in morals, “it is not lawful to do evil 
that good may come.” He is a slave 
to his theories, and. in his endeavour to 
accommodate his facts to them, he is 
apt to lose sight of practical results, He 
bas @ horror of a spirited policy, in..the 
sense of enforcing compliance «with 
demands he may think it hia duty to 
make, and in avoiding it, he becomes 
“ vacillatifig and unodrtain in hisconduct 
of publio affairs,” “He will not seo that 
Asiatic. nations aré quite incapable of 
understanding modeyation, and that any. 
abandonment of a justifiable. position, 
they attribute to weakness, which, -in- 
atead of inspiring gratitude, excites their 


contempt, During his whole career he 


he ‘has very rarely. been suocessfil in 
reconciling conflicting’ interents,' and, 
while he has provoked discontent among: 
his own countrymen, be bas utterly failed 
in enlarging.the sphere of. British in- 
Auence in China, a ee: 
itis. all very well to “multiply the 
points of contact,” but in the endeavour 
to attain thia object, it should not be 
forgotten that. it is, in the meantime; 
esrential that the provisions of existing 
treaties should. be consistently: enforced, 
avd that claims- should: not’ be ignored 
merely because ‘they “are- British, nor 
supported merely because they are Chi; 
nese, We do not want bluster}: give 
ua only Ssmnsad.. ae ee

coitis obtained from. England have to remain 
‘in the Treasury. Tho Customs cruisers 
waintain as strictly, as ever the system of 
collecting duties on the trade of the Colony 


‘catried on in native oraft, and thero is now 
no open highway of commerce between China . 


and this British Colony, and formerly free 
port, except in foreign vessels from ‘Lreaty 
ports, : 1 hope, butam by no means sanguine 
that on the arrival here of Sir Thos. Wade, 
H, M.’s Minister to China, that the wrong 
which is being dune will ba reotified, The 
opening of new ports in our vicinity and the 
ounsequent greater use of Foreign built ves- 
sels has naturally the tendenoy of making 
the Blockade somewhat less oppressive, but 
80 far the opening of Pakhoi owing to the 
opposition of guilds.and the denial of Tran- 
sit passea on ‘lreaty conditions has been 
& failure, and Hoihow has only partially 
realized the expectations formed of 1t. ‘The 
obstructions in the way ot business at both 
ports will doubtless, however, give way to 
pressure, and there is reason to anticipate that 
in time an important trade with Hainan will 
be developed. ‘The ports of Haiphong and 
Quin-On are gradually rising into im- 
portance and the development of trade with 
Shem will be greatl~ to the advantage of 
Hongkong. I would remark however, gen- 
tlemen, that I think we have not been. active 
enough hitherto in urging the opening to 
foreign nayagation of the water ways: of 
Kwang-tung. While’ the Yangtze is 
opened as far as I-chang hnothing has 
been done'here, and we are restricted to 
Canton os much as we were two centuries 
ago, ‘There are important and populous 
towns on the various branches of the Canton 
River with which we should have communi+ 
cation under somewhat similar conditions to 
those applied to the Yangtsze Navigation, 
and we should nat ‘cease, to urge for exten- 
sion until what we desire ie obtained. It is 
in no narrow or selfish spirit that we should 
desire to see comfyrtable rapid,, and= sate 
means of cunyeyance take.the place of the 
wretched slow und dangerous boat travelling 
that at priseut exists. The Chinese would 
be greatly benefitted, and with their quick 
appreciauion of what is to their advautage 
the labouring ‘and trading classes would 
acoupt the change with eatistactiun, and this 
Colony would be rendered still more impor- 
taut and ita trade would be increased by the 
extension of lines of ‘communication with 
the interior of the neighbouring provinos, 
We may have to wait long; however, tor the 
realization ot what 1 advocate, for 1 cunnot 
forget that notwithstanding the years that 
have now passed sinos forvign Ministers were 
admitted to the Capital ot China they are 
still -content_ to orawl miserably trom 
Tientein to Peking, taking: sometimes os 
long to accomplieh that short journey as. 
in. travelling trom Sbangha to ‘ivotsin, 
1 think the facts J have previously men- 
tionedapoint very forcibly to the inudyisa- 
bility. ot advocating the establishment of a 
mint in Hongkong, It has been my opinion 
many yeara that the mint would never be a 
success here, and recently that, impression 
has been fully contirmed.

Tf they doubted vbat, let them tke counsel 
with those who knew—let them ask bishop 
Burdop, as fo the north ; Dr Cb lmers, 
who hau large experience of Canton; Dr, 
Hitel or Mr Lechler bere. . Out Governur 
ia a Roman Catholic ; let him go to Bishop 
Raimondi or Fathers Borghinoli, or Vigano 
(Italian) ; let him goto the Spanish Pro- 
curation and f'sther Sainz ; to the French 
Mussion, Father Lemonier ;—every one of 
these men would ‘tell him the’ same 
atory, that all who bear authority aie 
adverse to us.

Mr Betttros here suggested that, as re- 
ga'ds the Stamp Daty, a quid pro quo might 
be given to the Government for reducing the 
tax on bank nate issues, if they proposed in+ 
stead that the duty on insurance policies be 
increased. {[n other coun'ries they were 
charzed ad valorem; and he- thought it 
would be meeting Governmant half-way, 
and relieving the: banka of a heavy load if 
e slight ivorease on inaurance was made.
